Mr. Clark stated that the State 
Budget Committee is composed of 
two Representatives and two Sena­ 
tors, one from each political p ar­ 
ty , with himself appointed as the 
fifth member and director.

OPPOSES MEETING 
WITH RUSSIA NOW 


WASHINGTON UP) — President 
Eisenhower said today he is puz­ 
zled 
by 
the 
apparent 
apathy 
among voters and hopes to do a 
little stirring up personally — if he 
can squeeze a one-day fly ing trip 
into his tight schedule. 
In 
his 
first 
news 
conference 
since Aug. 17, Eisenhower said he 
certainly hopes the American peo­ 
ple are going to elect a Repub­ 
lican Congress but that he was 
not going to predict the outcome 
of nex t Tuesday ’s balloting. 
Alluding to reports of an appar­ 
ent lack of interest among voters, 
Eisenhower said he would lik e to 
dramatize his desire to see every ­ 
body vote. 
And, he said, he is considering 
a fly ing trip Friday which might 
include stops at airfields in four 
cities. 
He didn’t name the four cities 
but there have been reports that 
GOP leaders want him to visit De­ 
troit, Louisville, Minneapolis, Bos­ 
ton, Wilmington, Del., and Water­ 
loo, Iowa. 
Eisenhower said his schedule is 
so tight that he could not possibly 
leave Washington ex cept for one 
day of campaigning and would not 
k now until later whether it would 
be possible for him to go even 
then. 
When Eisenhower said he was 
puzzled 
by 
the 
apathy 
which 
seemed to prevail among the peo­ 
ple, a reporter ask ed whether this 
might reflect dissatisfaction among 
the voters with his administra­ 
tion’s accomplishments. 
The president replied that some 
people had told him the 
apathy 
might be due to an entirely differ­ 
ent reason. 
One of the reasons he had been 
given, he said, was that the United 
States had got what it wanted 
from his administration and the 
voters are satisfied. This indicat­ 
ed, he said, that it might not be 
discontent at all but too much sat­ 
isfaction that was mak ing the vot­ 
ers apathetic. 
Answering a wide range of other 
questions, 
Eisenhower 
said 
the 
United States now has better rea­ 
son to hope for world peace than 
it has had in recent y ears. 
Eisenhower spok e out against 
any meeting of the Western Pow­ 
ers with Russia at this time, but 
left the way open for a conference 
later. 
He did not pin that view direct­ 
ly to the new agreements for west­ 
ern European defense with West 
Germany in the lineup, but re­ 
lated it to that development along 
with others in the past two y ears. 
He was specific, however, 
in 
say ing it is his opinion this is not 
the time for any meeting of the 
United States, Great Britain and 
France with the Soviet Union. 
He added that whenever this 
government had reason to believe 
the Russians are sincere about 
wanting to build an enduring world 
peace, the United States will be 
ready to confer at any time.

It appears now’ that Indianapolis, the hub 
of Indiana, is almost certain to go on per­ 
manent Daylight Saving Time by Novem­ 
ber 14. The capital city newspapers report 
that four of the nine city councilmen have 
stated positively they will vote for moving 
up the clocks and that none of the remain­ 
ing five are opposed to it but wTant to await 
the final results of a Chamber of Commerce 
poll which is reported to be running over­ 
whelmingly in favor of the time change. 
The question now’ is, what will Rushville 
do if Indianapolis moves up its clocks? 
There would appear to be only one answer, 
and that is to go along. And we’d say the 
machinery should be put into action at the 
next Council meeting. 
If we remember correctly, and we think 
w’e do, Rushville’s City Council petitioned 
the General Assembly last year to act fav­ 
orably on a bill which proposed permanent 
Eastern Standard Time for the state. Our 
council’s membership is the same now as it 
was in 19 53 and it seems reasonable to as­ 
sume that the attitude regarding the time 
change would be the same. 
We have pointed out before that the 
swing to “fast” time has gained tremendous 
momentum in recent years. Nearly the en­ 
tire southeastern comer of the state ob­ 
serves it the year round and last w’eek Fort 
Wayne, the metropolis of the northeast cor­ 
ner, joined the parade, pulling with it the 
communities in that part of Indiana. 
Rushville has always been among the first 
cities in the state each year in “recommend­ 
ing” that the clocks be moved up in the 
spring. And it would seem logical that it 
should get in the advance guard of the 
year-round daylight savings movement be­ 
fore it is left in the shade. 
Indiana’s legislature, with its preponder­ 
antly rural representation, will never enacft 
an Eastern Standard Time law unless it 
sees that the state, through action of the 
separate communities, is already on the 
Eastern time. It is time now to make that 
fact plain to the legislators.

WASHINGTON iff—“ Mr. Germany” comes to town 
today. 
Konrad Adenauer, chancellor of the Federal Re­ 
public of Germany, might reject that title. And a 
great many of his fellow Germans might have mis­ 
givings. The idea of wrapping up a whole nation, or 
even half a nation, in the person of one man seems 
to have perished there with Adolf Hitler. 
Still, Adenauer is a symbol of the new Germany 
to most other Western countries. Since the deaths 
of Ernst Reuter and Kurt Schumacher, he is about 
the only West German political figure whose name 
is widely known in the United States. 
He occupies a dominant position too in the eyes of 
Western political leaders who deal with Germany. It 
is a respected position. Secretary of State Dulles 
went out of his way, in addressing Monday night's 
televisied Cabinet meeting, to praise Adenauer as a 
“ great statesman ” 
Many of these political figures can’t figure out 
who the Germans have to fill Adenauer’s shoes 
when, inevitably, the time comes for someone else 
to become chancellor. And Adenauer will be 79 
next January. Only Winston Churchill, among the 
West’s political leaders, is older. Churchill will be 
80 Nov 30. 
In a real sense Adenauer can be called the “ father” 
of 4he new West Germany. He directed the draw­ 
ing up of the basic law which set up the Bonn Re­ 
public. Actually, this law is a constitution but Aden­ 
auer prefers not to use that word until such time as 
it can apply to a United Germany. 
So Adenauer comes to Washington today as a big­ 
ger man than he was on his last visit. 
That was in April 19 53 Soviet Premier Stalin had 
died not long before, and the whole world wondered 
if a change in Russia’s attitude toward the West 
might follow. Adenauer was one of those who cau­ 
tioned against too rosy expectations. 
“ We must not reject everything in advance,” he 
said in a speech to the National Press Club, ‘but we 
must also avoid promoting any attempt to destroy 
the unity of the West and its unified front wih regard 
to Soviet Russia.”

Secrecy in the juvenile 
courts has exposed young people 
accused of crime to risks of injus­ 
tice to which our society would not 
subject an adult person. 
“ Youngsters have been thrust in- 


to court rooms filled with persons 
hostile to their interest. W’e subject 
minors to secret trials when they 
do not know their rights or how to 
avail themselves of such rights. 
We deprive them of the protection 
of public proceedings and some­ 
times of even the right to counsel 
of their choice. By the secrecy with 
which we surround public know­ 
ledge of youth in crime, we have 
swept the whole problem under 
the community rug. Citizens know 
so little how and so little under­ 
stand what is happening to youth 
in our society that they withhold 
moral and financial support that is 
needed to make our private and 
public institutions adequate to their 
tasks. Youth and family protection 
agencies are starving for money 
they need. 
“ We have erected upon a foun­ 
dation of public ignorance a moun­ 
tain of public indifference to the 
whole problem of youth in crim e.” 
The Constitution of the United 
States provides: “ The trial of all 
crimes, except in cases of im­ 
peachment, shall be by jury.”

Dairymen Have 
Their Problems 
During Autumn 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — The au- 
tumn season calls to mind a lot of 
jobs that must be done around the 
home. Leaves have to be raked, the 
car readied for cold weather, and 
garden vegetables harvested be­ 
fore frost. 
Fall has a special significance 
for every Hoosier. Take that dairy­ 
man down the road, for instance. 
To him, and many of his neighbors, 
fall is freshening time. He’ll soon 
have a big job on his hands feeding 
and managing valuable newborn 
calves. And ifs mighty important 
these days that he put economical 
and satisfactory gains on his heif­ 
er calves. 
E. A. Gannon, Purdue Univer­ 


sity dairy extensionist, offers a few 
suggestions to dairymen that ought 
to help them lower costs of raising 
calves this fall and winter. 
1. Make all changes in quality 
and quantity of feeds gradually. 
2. Remember that calves do best 
on low testing milk. 
3. Feed all calves individually. 
4. Keep them tied for a half­ 
hour after feeding to prevent them 
from developing the habit of nurs­ 
ing each other. 
5. Remove gram and roughage 
not consumed each day. 
These are just a few of the tips 
given by Gannon in a leaflet he has 
prepared. In this 8-page publica­ 
tion, dairymen will find a guide for 
feeding whole milk to calves. For 
a free copy, see your local county 
agent.
